I will straighten that out all 
r i g h t ,said Governor Smith in New York two days ago in the 
free ofF-hand way that has made him a picturesque personality but 
tangles him in facts of record, says the St. Paul Pioneer Press. 
He said the same about the McNary-Haugen bill when he was 
visiting the West, and his followers are still trying to explain the 
riddle of words he left behind. 
He disposed of the whole inland 
waterway subject in a paragraph of his St. Paul speech with Facile 
disregard of facts and conditions. Now in another awkward posi­ 
tion over the tariff issue, he proposes to “straighten that out all 
right,” in short order with ready wit and plausible speech. 
Tariff is no technical or abstract subject to the people of the 
Northwest. 
It is understood in its direct and simple Form on the 
farm, in the factory and among all classes. 
Political candidates 
may hypnotize Minnesota voters with waving arms and mysterious 
mumbling of meaningless words on some issues, but when they 
talk protective tariff it is to audiences that “know their onions.” 
That is why Senator Curtis in his St. Paul speech gets atten­ 
tion when he analyzes the Underwood bill of the Democratic ad­ 
ministration which wiped out practically all protective duties on 
agricultural products, and compares it to the present high tarifl 
act passed by the Republican administration. 
The embarrassing situation that 
Governor Smith "will 
straighten out all right” arises from reference to the Underwood 
bill in his speech of acceptance which conveys a distinct impres­ 
sion either of reckless Smithsonian language or deliberate attempt 
to confuse.

r< cognised as far hac k as (he passage of the Underwood tariff hill. 
Our 
platform re-States It in Inescapable language. 
It WBS of this bill that the author, Senator Oscar W. Under­ 
wood of Alabama, said: “IF there is a vestige of protection in it, 
it is there by inadvertence and not by design.” 
Re-statement of the Underwood tariff in law and effect would 
create drastic revolution, business upheaval and popular distress 
in the Northwest. Over the line in Canada are millions of bushels 
of grain and herds of cattle waiting for opportunity to break 
through the protective barrier. 
The most valuable agricultural 
products of Minnesota are of the dairy. From the farthest parts 
of the world, butter and cheese and other milk products are knock­ 
ing to get into this rich market. 
Only a tariff wall holds them 
back.

THE STORY OF

It does not seem to ne generally 
known that a general eradication of 
tuberculosis In cattle la in progress| 
all over the United States. 
Up to 
about ten years ago s u c h an ambi­ 
tious program was scarcely thought 
of. 
About 4 5 years ago Koch discov­ 
ered the tubercule bacillus as the 
source of all tuberculosis. 
He 
first thought that human and bovine] 
tuberculosis were identical but later 
discovered certain differences In th** 
bacillus from cattle and tho bacillus] 
from humans. 
This made him con­ 
clude and later declare that tuber­ 
culosis In different species of ani- 
als were of different types and that 
consequently 
tuberculosis 
wa« 
not 
transmissable from cattle to man. 
It was further demonstrated that 
only certain percentage of 
tuber­ 
culous cows had tubercule bacilli In 
their 
milk. 
This 
proclsmntion of 
Koch lulled the tinman physician to 
such a false sense of security that ll 
took 30 years of research, mostly by 
veterinarians, to demonstrate
